A. The "Valles Caldera purchase commission™ 1is
created. The commission shall be composed of ten members of
the legislature. Five members of the house of representatives
shall be appointed by the speaker of the house of
representatives and five members of the senate shall be
appointed by the committees®™ committee of the senate or, if

the senate appointments are made in the interim, by the

APPROPRIATION.--For the purpose of paying the
salaries and expenses of the technical, legal, clerical and
stenographic assistants; for appraisals; for necessary equipment
and supplies used iIn carrying out the provisions of this act; and
for reimbursing the per diem and mileage expenses of the Valles
Caldera purchase commission, there is appropriated to the
legislative council service from the general fund the sum of
forty thousand dollars ($40,000). All or any part of this
appropriation may be expended in fiscal year 1999 and succeeding
fiscal years. Any unexpended or unencumbered balance remaining
at the end of the fiscal year in which the commission submits the
report pursuant to Subsection D of Section 2 of this act shall
revert to the general fund. Payments from the appropriation
shall be made upon vouchers signed by the director of the
legislative council service or his authorized representative.
